Appreciates Words of Non- 


Hostile Character In the 
President's Address to the 
Senate and Joins In Wish 
That Hostilities May Be 
Avoided—Has Only Press 
Reports

that there may be no conflict and 
that the German government, after

dent's speech to congress appreciates 
"those words of a non-hostile char- 
acter." 


'REGRETS THIS MEASURE. 
Berlin, Sunday, Feb. 
4. — (Wire- 


less to:Sayville, delayed.) — Although 
late this afternoon no official con- 
firmation had reached Berlin that 
relations 'with the United States had 
been broken off, the text of Presi- 
dent Wilson's address to congress re- 
moved all doubt in the minds of the 
general public as well as in the of- 
ficial world as to the accuracy of 
earlier private information. Foreign 
Secretary Zimmerman made the fol- 
lowing statement to the Overseas 
News Agency: 


"We regret this measure taken by 


President Wilson, all the more since, 
against all traditions and all inter- 
national law we are cut off from all 
direct communication 
and regular 


intercourse with the trans-Atlantic 
world. We also remember that Am- 
erican diplomats during the 
last 


months and years of the war have" 
cared for German interests by proxy, 
in several hostile countries with ef- 
ficiency and great success. 


"The text of 'the president's mes- 


sage, -in the absence of other official 
documents has therefore been exam- 
ined; mos-t^miirately.. Having no real 
reason fbF* hostility to the Unitefi 
States, remembering the true friend- 
ship /which has existed between the 
countries practical!}' from the firs! 
days of the United States, we natur- 
ally appreciate the words of a rather 
non-hostile character which, among 
others of a different character arc 
found in ' that message as transmit- 
ted by Reuters. In them President 
Wilson gives assurances 
that 
he 


wishes no 'hostile conflict' with Ger 
many, and I can add that we appre- 
ciate this and other paragraphs ii 
the message joining in this respect 
with President Wilson's note. 
"While we think to a certain ex- 


tent that we can see by what rea 


. sons the United States governrnenl 
•was prompted to its present attitude 
on the other hand we expect that 
President Wilson to the same extent 
may recognize the 
reasons 
which 


pro'mpted us to take our decision."

Germany's only excuse for unre- 


stricted submarine warfare is that 
t h e ' British blockade is illopal. Its 
plea, therefore, is based upon the 
doctrine of reprisal: but even here 
it is lawless. 


Reprisals must bear a close rela- 


tion to the wrongs to be redressed. 
If they do not amount to retaliation 
in kind, they must not in any case 
inflict 
more 
than corresponding 


damage and hardship. 
Nothing in 


the law of nations -justifies -whole- 
sale assassination of neutrals in re- 
prisal for naval operations, legiti- 
mate or illegitimate. 


The United States and otiher neu- 


trals have protested against certain 
features of 
the 
British blockade. 


There can be no doubt that it bears 
heavily upon Germany, but "with one 
of the greatest of modern fleets that 
nation has not 
in 
thirty 
months 


made a single sustained 
effort 
to 


break the line that has strangled Its 
commerce and reduced to rations its 
people. 


Berlin's assumption that neutrals 


are equally interested with the Cen- 
tral Powers 
in 
punishing British 


violations of law is only 
a stupid 


prelude to what is likely to be a 
tragedy. It is for,Germany at war to 
redress manfully and lawfully all 
the wrongs it receives at the hands 
of Great Britain. No neutral ships 
are sunk and no lives of non-com- 
batants are taken by the British in 
the enforcement of their blockade. 


A true blockade of Great Britain 


carried on 
m 
the 
same 
manner 


would be inconvenient to 
neutrals, 


but they would have to abide by it. 
What Germany has under way is not 
a blockade: it is not civilized war- 
fare. 
It is wholesale and indiscrim- 


inate murder. A powerful navy at 
that empire's command is carefully 
guarded in home ports, while des- 
perate resort is had to submersibles. 


"The full employment of all 
the 


weapons 
at 
its disposal''

phrase announcing the new policy of 
massacre.

Why does a heavy downpour of 


rain often follow a clap of thunder? 
Not. as is popularly believed, be- 
cause the thunder jostles the cloud 
particles together into raindrops. In 
the violent turmoil between the pos- 
itive and negative electricity 
in 
a 


thundercloud there will ba 
places 


•where the production of drops, by 
condensation, and their 
subsequent 


breaking up proceeds more rapidly 
than 
elsewhere. 
Hence 
in 
these 


places there •will be more drops to 
fall as rain, and also more electrifi- 
cation, the rainfall occurring about 
the same time as 
the 
flash. 
We 


have, then, 
starting 
toward 
the 


earth at the same time, ligut. sound, 
and raindrops. 
The light, traveling 


at a speed of about ISfi.oon miles a 
second, reaches us almost instantly. 
The sound travels far more slowly— 
about 1,000 feet a second—but the 
rain falls much slower still. 
Thus 


•we observe, first the lightning, then 
the thunder, and then rain.—Popular j 
Science Monthly.

Philadelphia, Feb. U.—Conditions 


aloim the river front, at 
the navy 


yard, the government arsenals and 
the private armament plants today 
assumed a war time aspect with ev- 
ery conceivable precaution in force to 
prevent overt acts by fanatics or by 
others hostile to the United States. 


In semi-official and civilian cir- 


cles 
patriotic 
and 
preparedness 


measures were everywhere apparent. 
Recruiting stations were overwhelm- 
ed with applications for service in 
both the army and navy. Scores of 
industrial establishments, including 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works, one 
of the largest manufacturing plants 
•in the city, have volunteered their 
services to the government in case of 
necessit.N, The state's national guard 
according to Adjutant General Stew- 
art, is "ready as never before for ac- 
tive duty." Mobilization plans, Gen- 
eral Stewart said, virtually are com- 
plete. 


One hour and half was added to- 


day to the working day of all civilian 
employes at the navy yard except 
those in the public supplies depart- 
ment. 
Plans are under way, it is 


said, to place the yard on a three 
shift basis, each shift working eight 
hours. 
The 3500 employes at the 


yard have been ordered by Com- 
mandant Russell to report any sus- 
picious act they may observe about 
the government reservation and to 
facilitate inspection of employes en-

yard.

The 
yard virtually is cut off from public 
communication even personal tele-, 
phone calls to sailors and marines 
"being forbidden.
